MAY BAR T R U S T S . 


Stringent Measure Introduced to Pr®v®nt 
Combinations in Minnesota. 
St. P^ul, Minn., 
Jan. 
20.—Senator 
Sheehan has introduced a drastic anti­ 
trust bill. The measure declares every 
form of agreement, 
combine, 
trust, 
contract or arrangement calculated to 
lesson competition in mercantile trade 
or manufacturing shall be declared un­ 
lawful and void. 
Minnesota corpora­ 
tions entering into combinations of this 
kind shall forfeit their charters, and 
foreign corporations entering into such 
combinations shall be excluded 
from 
the state. Managers, agents, officers or 
directors of such trusts are subject to 
fines of not less than $1,000, nor more 
than $5,000, or imprisonment in the 
state prison from one to five years, at 
the discretion of the court. 
As a further penalty for violation of 
the law, any person or firm damaged in 
business by the operation of any trust 
j or combination, may recover the value 
1 of the goods purchased.
